Madison County officials may hold public 
forums on property tax caps in April. 

The County Board’s Legislative Committee 
decided Wednesday to propose that four forums 
be held at locations around the county in April: 
three on Wednesday nights and one in the day- 
time on a Saturday.

The Legislative Committee will be in charge 
of the forums, but committee members said 
they wanted to confer with the board’s Finance 
Committee and with Board Chairman Rudy 
Papa on specific times and dates. 

“We want these meetings to be informative 
enough so that citizens can make informed 
decisions on their own,” said Legislative Com- 
mittee Chairman Alan Dunstan, D-Troy. 

County Director of Administration James 
Monday said the forums need to focus on the 
impact of tax caps on government and on tax-
